station. If he lives, and the surgeons

hope for him, it

be largely due to his own forti­ 
tude and self-possession 
in circum­ 
stances so trying as to test to the full 
the nerve of any man. 
.Stewart 
was alone in the 
building 
when he started a freight hoist in mo­ 
tion, as he had done many times be­ 
fore In 
the course of his employment. 
It Is fitted with a heavy iron hook, and 
Stew art, 
who was 
In the 
basement, 
happened to turn his head Just as the 
lift was going up, and the hook caught 
him full in the mouth. 
In an Instant 
the hoist had lifted him from his feet, 
and 
unable to reach the lever which 
controls the machinery, 
tTie 
helpless 
man 
was carried upward, 
the 
hook 
tearing through the roof of his mouth 
and his jaw as his weight settled down 
on 
it. 
At the second floor, 
a 
story 
and a 
half 
above the 
basement, 
the iron 
torc clear through his face, and Stew­ 
art dropped through space and landed 
on 
his head anti shoulders in 
the cel­ 
lar. 
When 
he struck 
his chest 
was 
crushed, the 
bones of one heel were 
fractured and his lower jaw was brok­ 
en. 
Despite his awful injuries he did not 
lose consciousness completely, and a f­ 
ter lying on the floor for a m inute or 
two he 
realized th at 
he would prob­ 
ably 
bleed to death 
if he did not do 
something immediately, 
so he started 
to drag himself to the outer door of the 
building. 
His 
strength 
failed 
him, 
and it was only by the exercise of all 
his will power th a t he dragged himself 
as far as the firm’s telephone. 
He caught hold of the telephone and 
began ringing wildly, and the operator 
a t the exchange kept shouting ‘'hello" 
into her transm itter, but Stewart, with 
both jaw s broken and his chest crush­ 
ed In, 
could 
not speak. 
He could 
groan, though, and the 
operator, lis­ 
tening 
to the agonizing cries 
which 
came over the wire, 
called up police 
headquarters and told 
the officers on 
duty 
there 
that something dreadful 
m ust have happened at 13 John street. 
Station 
I was 
notified 
and 
some 
patrolmen were sent to m ake an Inves­ 
tigation. They broke into 
tile build­ 
ing after they found they could 
not 
arouse the w atchm an, and found Stew­ 
art, 
too weak 
to move, lying across 
the telephone 
desk. 
The 
am bulance 
was called from station I and he was 
hurried to the City hospital relief sta ­ 
tion. 
Despite 
the extent of the operations 
which 
were found necessary he 
ob­ 
jected 
to taking ether, 
and stoically 
bore the 
sufferings 
caused 
by 
the 
necessary 
work, and with a fortitude 
which 
amazed the surgeons who were 
working on him. 
Stew art has 
compound fracture 
of 
both jaws, 
nearly all his front teeth 
were torn out by 
the hook, 
the bones, 
of 
one heel are all 
broken, and his ’ 
chest seriously crushed. 
As he 
is a man of 
.strong physique; 
and of 
undoubted 
nerve the doctors 
think he has a good chance to recover.

W e 
have listened 
with interest, 
to 
the figures 
and arg um en ts 
you have 
presented In support of 
your con ten­ 
tion 
th a t the 
cotton mills of Lowell 
should 
ad van ce 
wages. 
W e 
admit 
fran k ly that if w-e were in your places 
we should 
very likely consider them 
sufficient 
reasons 
for m aking of our 
employers the sam e request that 
you 
have 
made, 
In saying this we take 
your point of view ; now th a t we are 
to 
state our ca se we ask you to try to 
look at things from our standpoint for 
a time, if you ran. 
W e 
do not a c ­ 
cept all your figures as accu rate, but 
it 
is not 
our purpose now to dispute 
them, because they do not enter Into 
our argum en t at all. 
Our answ er is simply that which we 
gave you in our letter—that our mills 
cannot, 
afford to m ake 
the advance, 
which, if given would amount to about 
$650,000 a year, or 6 
per cent, 
on our 
capital. 
This statem en t seems to you, 
evidently, difficult to credit, and there­ 
fore 
we propose to give you some of 
the 
reasons w hy we say so; and be­

raw m aterial and nearly all 
the supplies which we

ous qu an tities a re higher 
fn price than 
for 
several years. 
During 
the last 
y ear 
the coal used by our mills cost 
about 
$230,000 more than the year be­ 
fore. 
D uring the w inter cotton has 
advanced 
about two cents 
a pound, 
and 
there has been 
no advan ce 
in 
goods 
sufficient 
to 
nearly m ak e 
up 
for the Increase. 
A lm ost all m aterials 
used in packing our goods have 
in-* 
creased in cost; and so, 
with scarcely 
an exception, 
h av e the 
supplies de­ 
manded for repairs. 
W e 
think you 
can see without 
difficulty 
that these 
sta te m e n ts a re true, 
and 
that they 
go far to explain the shrinkage in our 
profits. 
'Phis is the ca se in brief:

raisin g a wage schedule is the pleas­ 
an test task he ev er has. 
Now having said all this plainly and 
sincerely, 
wo are going to 
be equally 
plain with you about 
another matter 
which you probably did not come here 
expecting to talk about, and which is 
not usually discussed between employer 
anil employed. 
Very likely what we say 
will be mist enresented and misunderstood 
and yet we think it Is our duty to speak 
out, and for your advantage much more 
than for ours. 
We feel very sure that the leaders of 
th * Fall River and New Bedford textile 
unions are going to advise or even urge 
you to strike, when you report the re­ 
newal of th'* refusal which we have been 
compelled to make today.

own unions will decide upon such a course 
without outside advice.

distress to your fellow employe*, many

You will cause disturbance 
in the business community, and perhaps 
bring ruin to some small dealers. 
You 
will cause suspension af credit by many 
merchants, ana probably chock the pros­ 


perity of the savings banks. 
You will 
discredit your city and yourselves. 
What are you to gain? 
We see noth­ 
ing but this: 
You will delight the labor 
leaders of other cities, who 
have for 
years been seeking an 
opportunity to 
make Lowell a battleground In order that 
they might win a peaceful advantage at 
home. 
'They can nave no other hut 
selfish motive, say what they may. 
One 
ol them openly stated to a mill treasurer 
In Boston several months ago their in­ 
tention to bring on a wage w arfare in 
Lowell tills spring. 
Do you think it is 
worth while to pay the price, merely to 
please them?

When you repeat what we have said 
to you on this point, you will very likely 
be told by some one that it is a "bluff." 
by others that it is a trick and we are 
trying to frighten you, and probably by 
still others that we ourselves are fright­ 
ened; and w e take tho risk of being mis­ 
judged for the sake of placing fairly be­ 
fore you our view of the present situa­ 
tion.

Finally, w'e ask you not to forget that 
Lowell mills are today paying tho high­ 
est wages In their history, and the natu­ 
ral tendency is to Increase them. 
Fall 
River and Now Bedford have but a very 
modest proportion of the cotton machin­ 
ery with which ours has to compete; and 
for every New England cotton mill you 
can naiqy in which wages exceed those 
paid here, v e can name another in which 
they are no greater, 
and still another 
In which they ar<* less. 
We have not pu­ 
tt rod into wage figures with you, because 
as we said in the first place, they have 
little or nothing to do with the consider­ 
ations which determine our decision In 
this case. 
But the broad fact is as we 
slate It. leaving out any mention of the 
Southern mills which have taken away 
our former trade and are beginning to 
encroach upon Fall River’s specialty. 
The responsibility of wrecking the pros­ 
perity of yourselves, your fellow* work­ 
ers and your city lies wholly with you.

FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE COTTON MILLS. 


The condition of the mills for the past two years has not been one of gen­ 
eral prosperity, although some of them have paid very respectable dividends 
even while making additions to their plants and pleading unfavorable condi­ 
tions. 
A local broker gives out the conditions of the cotton mills as follows: 
Appleton: In 1901 paid 4 per cent, dividends; 1902, paid 7 per cent. 
Just 
prior to the 1901 period the stock seal cd down 76 per cent. 
The Bcott mills resumed dividends last December, paying 2 per cent, for 
the previous six months, having passed all its dividends in the two previous 
years. 
The Merrimack in 1901 pissed one dividend and paid 3 per cent, on the 
* her. In 1902 these mills paid 6 per cent. 
J 
The Massachusetts mills paid 0 per cent. 
In 1901 
and 1902, but 
on the 
semi-annual period ending in February, 1903 reduced to 2 per cent. 
The Hamilton In 1901 paid 3 per cent,; 
in 1902 
paid 5J/4 per 
cent. 
The 
stock par value $1000 is selling for $747 to $750. 
The Tremont and Suffolk In 1901 passed the first seinl-annual dividend and 
paid 4 per cent, on the second. 
In 1902 these mills passed the first sem i-an­ 
nual period and paid 3 per cent, on the second. 
There is apparently considerable difference In 
the financial 
standing of 
the mills, some paying dividends and some not. Taken as a whole the last 
year was fairly proseprous but it seems It has not been sufficiently so in 
the opinion of the agents to w arrant the advance , demanded by the oper- 
tives.

Boarding houses, merchants, and in fact all ( lasses would suffer severely. 
The period of 
the business panic was as nothing compared to the conditions 
that would prevail lf a general strike were declared. 
The mills, too, would suffer serious loss in the suspension of their busi­ 
ness; the loss of orders and the Inroads upon their trade by competing com­ 
panies. 
But it seem* they are more afraid of paying an increase of IO per 
cent, which would am ount to about $14,000 weekly than they are of the con­ 
sequences of a strike.

N EW T.ONDON. Conn.. March 2<V-The 
aeod watchman. John McCarthy, of the 
steamer Plymouth, which collided with 
the City of Taunton last night, was in 
the steerage at the time and there the 
crash of the partition caught him. taking 
his head from his body as if by the strike 
o( a guillotine. 
Captain F3 
K. Davis, the gray-haired 
master of the Plymouth, said that he was 
in the pilot house and particularly alert 
because of the dense fog 
“As the vessels 
neared each other.” he said, “I quickly 
rang for full speed astern and I heard 
the bell of the City of Taunton give the 
same signal 
I cannot talk for publica­ 
tion now. but must refer you to tbs agent 
who will he here today. 
The sad feat­ 
ure of the affair is the loss of life. 
The 
acrident occurred just east of Plum isl­ 
and. 
The City of Taunton was heard to 
sound the distress signal as she backed 
off and pulled away from our vessel 
We could not see the other vessel because 
the fog was so dense, hut from the fact 
of her sounding distress signals we a s­ 
sumed that she had received serious inju­ 
ries. Our forward bulkhead saved us, hut 
I thought the only .and safest course was 
to make for the nearest port.” 
All morning an army of freight hand­ 
lers were relieving both steamers of the 
vast quantity of freight which they car­ 
ried. 
Both i,an v a lu a b le general cargoes, 
that of the Plymouth, like her passenger 
Hat. being unusually large for this sea­ 
son of the year. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the or- 
ler full speed astern was given, the effect 


on both steamers shows that they struck 
with immense forte. 
Torn and twisted 
pieces of massive iron and the entire bow- 
torn OUI. is toe sight presented b> 
the 
City of Taunton, while on the Plymouth 
the state of chaotic confusion of m a t­ 
tresses. bedding garments, handsome fur­ 
niture and pa eel lugs. together with twist­ 
ed bars of Iron, give evidence that the 
vessels had not responded to their ma­ 
chinery much 
before 
they 
came 
to­ 
gether 
Until the agent of the Hue gives out 
the passenger list and all the crew is a c ­ 
counted tor, it will be impossible to tell 
whether the six known dead represent 
the total numb r of lives lost. 
Eight peri- 
pie were injured, some of them seriously. 
Patrick Daley of New York, a coal 
trimmer on the Plymouth, whose arm 
was torn oft died at the hospital this a f ­ 
ternoon. 
This makes seven dead as far 
as reported. 
Among the passen g ers were 
several 
Italian im migran ts, one of whom. Pas- 
quale Nltelo, says that he is sure a 
n u m b e r of im m ig ra n ts in the steerage, 
were killed In the collision, while oth ers 
jum ped overboard.

March 20.—John J. Stew­ 
art, 39 years old, 
who lives a t Green­ 
wood avenue, Wakefield, 
and is 
em ­ 
ployed as a w atchm an in 
the building 
at 13 John street, was frightfully in­ 
jured there at 12.30 yesterday morning 
and Is now at the City hospital relief 
station, if he 
lives, and the surgeons 
have 
considerable 
hope for him, It 
will 
be largely due to his own forti­ 
tude and self-possession 
in circum­ 
stances so trying as to test to the full 
the nerve of any man. 
Stew art 
was alone in the 
building 
when he started a freight hoist in m o­ 
tion, as he had done m any times be­ 
fore in 
the course of his employment. 
It is fitted with a heavy Iron hook, and 
Stew art, 
who was 
in the 
basement, 
happened to turn his head just as the 
lift was going up, and the hook caught 
him full in the mouth. In an instant 
the hoist had lifted him from his feet, 
and 
unable to reach the lever which 
controls the machinery, 
f?ie 
helpless 
man 
was carried upward, 
the 
hook 
tearing through the roof of his mouth 
and his jaw as his weight settled down 
on 
it. 
At the second floor, 
a 
story and a 
half 
above the 
basement, 
the iron 
tore clear through his face, and Stew­ 
art dropped through space and landed 
on his head and shoulders in 
the eel 
lar. 
When 
he struck 
his chest 
was 
crushed, the 
bones of one heel were 
fractured and his lower jaw was brok 
en. 
Despite his awful injuries he did not 
lose consciousness completely, and af­ 
ter lying on the floor for a minute or 
two he 
realized that 
he would prob­ 
ably 
bleed to death 
lf he did not do 
something immediately, 
so he started 
to drag himself to the outer door of the 
building. His 
strength 
failed 
him, 
and it was only by the exercise of all 
his will power th at he dragged himself 
as far as the firm’s telephone. 
He caught hold of the telephone and 
began ringing wildly, and the operator 
a t the exchange kept shouting ••hello” 
into her transm itter, but Stewart, with 
both jaw s broken and his chest crush­ 
ed in, 
could 
not speak. 
He could 
groan, though, and the 
operator,, lis­ 
tening 
to the agonizing cries 
which 
came over the wire, 
called up police 
headquarters and told 
the officers on 
duty 
there 
that something dreadful 
m ust h a v e .happened at 13 John street. 
Station 
I was 
notified 
and 
some 
patrolmen were sent to make an Inves­ 
tigation. They broke into 
the build­ 
ing after they found they could 
not 
arouse the watchm an, and found Stetv- 
art, 
too weak 
to move, lying across 
the telephone 
desk. The 
ambulance 
was called from station I and he was 
hurried to the City hospital relief s ta ­ 
tion. 
Despite the extent of the operations 
which 
were found necessary he 
ob­ 
jected 
to taking ether, 
and stoically 
bore the 
sufferings 
caused 
by 
the 
necessary 
wnrk, arid with a fortitude 
which amazed the surgeons who were 
working on him. 
Stewart has 
compound fracture 
of 
both jaws, 
nearly all his front teeth 
were torn out by the hook, 
the bones 
of 
one heel are all 
broken, and his 
chest seriously crushed.

is a man of 
strong physique 
and of

nerve the doctors 
think he has a good chance to recover.
